INTERESTING BUDCET FROM 
CANADA’S CAPITAL. 


The Tacties of the Opposition 
Press re the Yukon Investi- 
gation. — Affairs Improving 
on Tne Crow's Nest.—The 
Cause of the Trouble —The 
Right Man For The Job. 


(From Our Own Correspondent.) 


Ottawa, Oct. 15.—It is interesting to 
note the tactics of the Opposition in cun- 
nection with the investigation which has 
been ordered into the inistrative af- 
fairs of the Yukon. For weeks there has 
been an incessant hos] against the Depart- 
ment of Interior arg ares — = an 
investigation uz0n streng eg- 
ed -doing among Government ofii- 
cials in the gold fields. When this began, 
early in July,strees was laid upon the fact 
that. Mr. Ogilvie, at that time still engag- 
ed in the Surveyor General's De ent, 
had not been commissioned to into 
the affairs arid to re thereon, and it 
was declared that the exploror was to 
hor est a man for the Minister of Interior, 
who was glad to get rid of him. 


THE GOVERNMENT HAD ACTED. 


Then came the discovery that the Gov- 
ernment was just as much alive to the 
necessities of the case as its most sapient 
critics and that it had been arranged for 
Mr. Ogilvie to go back as administrator 
so soon as he had had a short holiday. 
Again the noisy demand was made that 
he should investigate, though when the 
intimation was given some weeks ago in 
these letters that such was the intention 
of the Government the minute that there 
was anything definite to inquire into, the 
prediction was pooh poohed and specifi- 
cally denied. But unfortunately for 
those who are so much better posted asto 
the Government's policy and intentions 
than the Ministers themselves, the 
diction is verified to the letter and within 
twenty-four hours of the receipt of the 
first straight complaint from responsible 
partiesinstructions were issued to Com- 
missioner Ogilvie to conduct the fullest 
possible inquiry.

A company hes just been forined in 
New Jersey for the purpose of ssppiv- 
ing instinct to hens. Such weil kaown 
farmers as James L. Ford. Willie 
Curtis Gibsen and R. K. Mankitirich 
are stockholders in it, and if filling a 
bong felt want is all that is needed the 
raceess of the company is already as- 
sured. . 

No one who has ever dabbled in hens 
needs to be told that the gallinacecus 
birds have no instinct whatever. Some 
have blind Iuck, but a hen with in- 
stincts in good working order would be 
an anomaly. 

I visited Mr. Ford at his extensive 
farm in New Jersey in order to find cut 
what I could about the project. I found 
him in a frock coat and overalls train- 
ing a squash vine up a maple tree. He 
greeted me cordially and asked me to 
come and see his tomato trenches. He 
also showed me quite an extensive areu 
covered with birch poles for his radish- 
es to climb on. He was very urbane 
and willingly told me all about the 
company. 

‘*No man,”’ said he, sitting down on 
one of his largest cucumbers and mo- 
tioning me to a seat on another, ‘‘who 
has ever kept hens but has wondered 
why they were not provided with a good 
common sense brand of instinct.

The 
snow storm of Oct. 2nd spent its 
force on these parts, where snow 
fell to the depth of two feet. The 
storm caught the farmers totally 
unprepared. Rain and cloudy 
weather followed. The result 
most of the wheat is still in’ the 
field unfit to stack or thresh, and 
consequently there will be a large 
per centage of dainp and bleached 
grain to market. Generous nature 
has dealt more kindly with this 
district. The harvest was earlier, 
stacking was compieted and thresh- 
ing well under way before the bad

market. The yield is as g vod, and 
Ip ILM Cases better, than was ex- 
pected ; many of the tields vielding 
as high as 30 and 35 bushels _ per 
acre while the average is estimated 
at 18 or 20 bushels per acre. While 
the price is not as high as we would 
like to see it, still there is no reason 
to complain, There isa healthy 
local competition and our farmers 
are getting the full market value, 
and occasionally a little more for 
their grain. A pleasing feature 
is the absence of the elevator mo- 
nopoly. As yet we have not heard 
of a single instance of wrong doing 
on the part of the elevatormen.and 
if any advantage has been taken, 


no complaint has been made. Last 
vear the elevator men were given 
the monopoly rope, and with it the

The correspondent of the Winni- 
peg telegram, commenting on the 
situation in South Regina says : 
“If the present Territorial elee- 
tions have not degenerated into a 
huge farce, then it is impossible to 
determine what a faree is. There 
seems to be an idea with many 
that an election is merely gotten 
up for a lark and exists purely for 
the purpose of personal pleasure 
Up to the present the campaign has 
been simply disgusting and insipid. 
There is not a single principle be- 


ing advocated ; in fact half the 
candieates do not seem to know 


whether they have any principles 
to advocate or not; certainly no 
Territorial questions are being dis- 
cussed, the whole campaign center- 
ing round some pexty personalities 
in which the people have no in- 
terest and want none. 


Commissioner McCreary, of the 
Immigration Department, estimates 
that 30,000 new settlers have enter- 
ed Manitoba and the ‘Territories 
during the first nine months of the 
present year.

They Give an Account of the 
Way They Have Looked Af- 
ter the People’s Business and 
Ask to be Judged According 
to Their Works.—A Good 
Werd For Mr. Hoss.

Haultain and Mr. , Commissioner of 
Public Works for the Territories, and ex-

He 
said that about a year ago, he and Mr.

ear. When in Alberta he was frequent- 
y confronted with the question, “ t 
are you here for?”

carried on. Considerable fault finding 
with the Assembly had been indulged in 
by some people, who evidently forgot 
that it was owing to the efforte of the 
Assembly they had the privilege of finding 
fault. But the change had pot been 
brought about all at once. Eleven years 
ago the Territories were simply in the 
position of crown colonies, that is to say, 
the business of the Government was 
tically done by the Lieutenant- 
vernor. In a year or so demands were 
made at Ottawa to introduce gradually 
a more responsible system of Government. 
Concessions were made, but the full 
powers asked for were not given and these 
concessions were therefore not poke sce 
satisfactory, inasmuch as they did not 
ive those full rights which we as 
ritishers considered as our birthright.

He would therefore merely 
state that during the session of 1897 the 
Dominion ted tothe Territories what 
they had asked for, namely, responsible 
Government. Assoon as the Govern- 
ment was formed in October last they 
went to work and inaugurated Depart- 
ments with definite heads and definite 
work. To him wasallotted the task of 
izing Public Works and Agriculture 
and Mr. Haultain was Premier and At- 
torney-General. They had a responsible 
Government with all the portfolios vested 
in two men. Beforethe Department was 
orgavized they had twenty-nine ‘“ Com- 
miasioners” of public works, with as 
many electoral districts. Now they had 
one Commissioner and the expenditures 
could be made from a Territorial stand 
point and improvements effected where 
they are most needed and not according 
to the pre of votes ontsayraiai The 
i e department was to erect per- 
Soin blic works. -During the year 
they had erected eight steel bridges and 
it was the intention in future to build all 
such structures on concrete foundations 
which would make them more permanent 
and capable of lasting forty or fifty years 
with re-planking when necessary. One of 
these bridges had been erected in the 
Stony Beach settlement at a cost of $1000. 
This was a very important work for Moose 
Jaw as it enabled the people of that dis- 
trict tocome to their natural market with 
their grain and for their provisions, The 
department did not nize the elector- 
al divisions or the boundaries of districts. 
Previous to a year ago no one would have 
hinted at spending money on this princi- 
ple, but that the people believed the pol- 
icy to be the most feasible one ie mani- 
feast by the fact that last seasion’s estim- 
ates made provision for an expenditure of 
$12,000 in one electoral district and only 
$1200 in another and there was not a 
word of complaint.

Mr. Ross next took up the subject of 
“Statute Labor,” or, according to the new 
“ Local Im- 
wing to financial diffi- 
to make 
Local Improvement compulsory and thus 
relieve the Treasury of the expense of 
doing small jobs which the settlers could 
do for themselves. The wisdom of the 
step has been established by results, and 
Local Improvement has come to stay. By 
it the Government age enabled to give 
more to schools and build perman- 
ent works that could not be attempted 
otherwise. Last yeara vast amount of 
work was done by Local Improvement, to 
the value of between $13,000 and $54,000. 
About 18,000 miles of road have been 
made, 15,000 miles of fire guard ploughed, 
and 50 or 60 dams built. Another feature 
was that the Government nized the 
man that the people put confidence in— 
the Overseer—and often consulted him in 
regard to public improvements in his 
district. ‘The Government also assisted 
by giving a bonus of 50 cents per team on 
any of the larger works, and furnished 
the material for any work done over that 
which is compulsory. This proved to be 
a boon to the northern country. Some 
ple imagined that Statute Labor was 
the thin end of the taxation wedge :_ but 
it has proved to be the thick end of the 
wedge to keep out the costly sperms 
nda 
dollar. It was different in the North- 
West, where 95 cents of every dollar went 
to pay for the work and only 5 cents for 
costs. Out of $190,000 expended in the 
Public Works Departmeat, $165,000 goes 
straight into public works throughout 
the country. During the year there has 
been expended north of Red Deer, $38,000 
in public works. The fact that there was 
an expenditure on Peace River has not 
militated against appropriations in other 
districts. The opening up of this district 
enables the people there to purchase their 
supplies from North-West sources and as 
a result the volume of trade in Edmonton 
had taken a $300,000 jump. In Southern 
Alberta all the bridges were swept away 
and we spent $12,000 in one district there 
and it is to the credit of the members of 
the east that not one protest was entered. 
There are 28 coal mines inthe Terri- 
tories, some of them very large, and the 
Government has provided for their inspec- 
tion and the examination of those in 
charge. Provision had also been made 
for the inspection of steam boilers and 
the examination of engineers, which was 
very necessary to protect life and property. 
Speaking of Irrigation he said that the 
Ordinance referred more particularly to 
that portion of the Territories west of 
Maple Creek. We were near the dry belt 
and liable to suffer at times ; but he be- 
lieved that the Qu’Appelle valley offered 
a splendid opportunity for the investment 
of capital in this enterprise. The man- 
agement of Irrigation had been trans- 
ferred to the Territorial Government, 
which was ina better position to direct 
the department. 

The Agricultural Department was under 
his management and was a most om ce 
ant branch. Agricultural Societies have 
done a good work and yet there is much 
for them to accomplish. He did not 
believe the small shows were the best 
thing for the country. They had proved 
a failu:e too often. An Ordinance was 
therefore passed, not to do away with 
agricultural shows, but to stimulate and 
strengthen them, by combining several 
small fairs into one large district show. 
Last year they decided to have a new 
brand law—a very important law in this 
country. They adopted a new system 
and when they tackled the question they 
found they had a heavy duty on their 
hands. Had they known the difficulties 
to be met they might not have taken over 
the work. They straightened out 3000 or 
4000 cases in three months and answered 
9000 in ten weeks on this subject alone. 
The horse brands would be in shape that 
evening and there was now not a contest- 
ed case. The new system was of great 
assistance in recovering lost stock. When 
a notice was sent to the Gazette for pub- 
lication, they could turn up the record 
and find the original owner. In the range 
country stock has deteriorated greatly. 
Instead of Canadian beef netting more 
money, asit did a few years ago, in the 
English market, the American beef com- 
mands a much higher figure. The present 
range animal is not the same as the 
splendid animal introduced in the early 
days of ranching. This was partly caus- 
ed by the high freight rates and great 
distance to cover in order toget thorough- 
bred stock as the nucleus for better herds. 
A scheme had been devised in the east 
some years ago, but it did not prove of 
much advantage to the individual. To 
overcome the difficulty the Department 
had entered into negotiations with the 
result that an arrangement has been 
made whereby the Department collects 
orders and arranges for car load shipments 
of such stock for central points and, if 

ible, a train load shipment for the 
erritories. In this matter it will be 
possible to make the most economical 
arrangement, andit is hoped to reduce 
the average cost of landing very material- 
ly. In addition to undertaking the de- 
livery of this stock in the west, it is pro- 
to pay a bonus to such importers 
sufficient to reduce the total cost of care 
and transportation to any pointin the 
Territories to a uniform rate of $ per 
head. This will involve an average Gov- 
ernment grant of from $10 to $12 on each 
head of stock imported under depart- 
mental supervision. Parties availing 
themselves of this offer will have to make 
their own arrangements in the east 
through friends or otherwise regarding 
the purchase of their stock, which must 
be delivered at a convenient point on any

Immediately on discover- 
ing the murder Wachna wrote a let- 
ter to J.W.Yeo, magistrate at Stuart- 
burn and sent Bill Craig to deliver it. 
The letter reads as follows: 

“Wasy! Bocehko, N. E. of 2, 3, 5, was 
murdered this day. Her children, four, | 
all dead. (Signed) J. L. Wachna.” 

Mr. Yeo immediately drove to town 
and wired the facts to the local gov- 
ernment and the coroner, Dr. Elkin.

From Glenora to Telegraph 
and the Summit there is a good wagon 
road. The rest is four feet broad with 
good bridges and a hard road.

Leech Lake Indians Ready to Treat 
for Peace, but Wiil Not Submit 
to Troops Without Resistance. 


St. Paul, Minm, Oct. 11.—A Walker, 
Minn., special to the dispatch says: 
Indian Commissioner Jones has spent 
much time investigating the causes of 
the Indian trouble and in seeking to 
learn what eettlement of the diffi- 
culty would be satisfactory to tlie 
whites of this vicinity. The plan has 
beea for the Indians to submit to ar- 
rest, be given a light punishment, and 
then return to their homes, after pro- 
mising to be food. ‘The surrender of 
the twenty Indiams for whom war- 
rants are out will not remove thie; 
cause of the present trouble, or res- 
tore a friendly feeling among the In- 
dians, Who sympathize with the Pil- 
lagers. Citizens here generally as- 
sert that the braves have been bad- 
ly treated by the whites, and the bat- 
tle that resulted so disastrously was 
the culmination of the diasatisfaction. 
They therefore fear further trouble 
unleas there is a thorough settlement 
piOW.

The Evolution of the Sideboard. 
| 


The dresser began service in the 
kitchen as a table, advancing until it 
was composed of a top and two shelves 
below, supported by four legs. It was 
then used not so much as a place for 
dressing the meats as a serving table, 
on which dishes were placed before be- 
ing allotted to the members of the 
household. Ata later period a portion 
of the drosser became inclosed, and aft- 
er that an extra shelf, with sometimes 
a hood, was placed on it. It was not 
then an article of kitchen furniture, but 
stood in the hall or living room. Asa 
result of the desire to reduce the quan- 
tity of furniture in the hall the credence 
and dresser were combined as one arti- 
cle, with a closet and shelf telow and 
several shelves above, the whole sur- 
mounted by a canopy. Then it was like 
some of our sideboardé, though it was } 
not known by that name until the eight- 
eenth century, when it assumed the 
long, low table form, with drawers and 
cupboards below. The uame sideboard 
prior to this had, however, been applied 
to tables as early as the sixteenth cen- 
tury.—Architectural Record.

REMALN’S UNCHANGED. 


He Declares Any Attempt of France 
to Occupy the Upper Nile Will Be 
Regarded as an Unfriendly Act. 


London, Oct. 12.—Lord Roseberry, the 
Libera! leader and former premier, 
presiding today at an agricultural 
dinner at Epsom, referred to the crit- 
ical situation on the Upper Nile. _ He 
said: “As I was responsible, bath per— 
soually and ministerially, for the de- 
clirations of Sir Edward Grey on 
which the present policy in regard to 
Fashoaa 1s founded, and as I have no 
disposition to recede from & word or 
a syllabfe of that declaration — loud 
cheers—I feel bound to cay a few 
guardei and, I hope, inoffensive words 
on a subject so vital to our interests. 
There are two or three considcraions 
in connection with the question which 
make it of supreme gravity, the 
greatest being that in face of a delib- 
erate warning that a particular act 
would be considered an unfriendly act, 
that act, in spite of great geograpiii- 
cal difiiculties, great hardships and al- 
mo*t ingurmountable obstacles,has been 
deliberately committed. The word 
‘unfriendly,’ used diplcmatically, is of 
exceptional weight and gravity, and 
whea used to denote an act commit- 
ted by one government against an- 
other, the situation is grave. On that 
point I will say no more. Behind 
the policy of the government in this 
matter there is the untiring and un- 
ited strength of the nation. It is the 
policy of the nation iteelf, and no 
government that attempted to re- 
cede from it or palter therewith would 
last a week. I am perfectly cer- 
tain that no idea of any weakening 
on this question has entered the 
Heads of Her Majesty’s present ad- 
visers. They have only to maintain 
the attitude revealed in the blue book 
and the nation will make any sacri- 
fice and go to any length to gus 
tain their action. 

“On the other side of the channel 
the question of the flag is an element 
of gravity. We all hinor that flag. 
and would not wish it, the slightest 
disrespect. But, after all, a flag is 
portable, and I have some hope that 
the flag in this case is not the flag 
of France, but of an individual ex- 
piorer, and not, therefore, carrying the 
ful! weight of the republic behind it. 
Among the reassuring features is 
the fact that M. Deleasse, the French 
minister of foreign affairs, has receiv- 
el the representations of Great Bri- 
tain in a conciliatory spirit. By de- 
nying the existence of the Marchand 
expedition he has deprived Major 
Marehand of the official character 
whieh would give the hoisting of tho 
flag a much more serious aspect, and, 
in spite of the contrary statements 
of Captain Liotard and Major March-

RUMORS AND CONJECTURES.

The general idea 
ia that it was intended by a pre- 
tended revisionist demonstration to 
insult and provoke the army into some 
act which might have led to the ar 
rest and incarceration of a Dreyfus 
ite and the proclamation of a mili- 
tary government. Apparently the 
Orleanists were at the bottom of the 
move, and an English: duke is mention- 
ed. There is little doubt that the 
plot has been frustrated; but a very 
uneasy feeling prevails. 

The fact that General de Boisdeffre 
hag just undergone an operation for 
aathrax is regarded as showing that 
he had nothing to do with the conspir- 
acy. On the other hand, it appears} 
that quite recently the gendarmerie} 
were withdrawn from the great towus 
ot Normandy and Picardy tw Paris, 
but it may ve assumed this fine body, 
under orders from the prefect of po- 
lice and the ministes ol the interior, 
can be put in movement without first 
prociaiming a state of siege. 

A reliable estimate of the troop; re-
